City    Government,  January  7,  190T, 


The  Mayor  and  Council  met  at  the  council  room  at 
7.30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January,  1901. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mayor  Burleigh 
who  delivered  the  following  valedictory: — 

HAVOR    BURLEIGH'S    VALEDICTORY. 

Geittleine7i  of  the  Council  of  i goo: 

We  are  to  be  congratulated  on  results  attained  in  the 
administration  of  the  city  government  for  the  year  just 
closed.  We  made  such  appropriations  at  our  April 
meeting  as  we  thought  proper  and  necessary,  consider- 
ing the  means  at  our  disposal.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to 
say  that  with  twa  exceptions  these  appropriations  have 
been  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  several  departments. 
The  requirements  of  the  board  of  health,  by  reason  of 
new  legislation  compelling  cities  and  towns  to  reimburse 
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persons  for  expenses  incnrred  while  isolated  on  account 
of  being  infected  with  contagious  disease,  largely 
increased  our  incidental  expenses,  causing  a  deficit  of 
$339.93.  The  numerous  fire  alarms  calling  out  the  fire 
department  made  a  deficit  of  $668.57  in  that  department. 
But  these  overdrafts  amounting  to  $1008.50  are  more 
than  balanced  by  the  savings  from  other  departments, 
leaving  total  expenditures  $1831.80  less  than  sum  appro- 
priated. Assessing  the  usual  tax  of  $18.50  per  thonsand 
we  have  paid  current  expenses,  settled  several  pending 
suits  and  claims  for  damages,  made  extensive  permanent 
improvements,  amounting  to  $6401.38,  and  reduced  the 
debt  $8774.49.  We  have  made  a  satisfactory  record 
and  leave  the  finances  of  the  city  in  a  condition  that  will 
enable  our  successors  to  reduce  the  tax  rate  and  still 
make  many  permanent  improvements.  These  results  have 
been  brought  about,  not  by  devotion  to  any  political  party 
or  combination  of  personal  interests,  but  by  a  united  and 
earnest  purpose  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  city.  I 
should  be  wanting  in  courtesy  if  I  did  not  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  unfailing  kindness  and  support  of 
every  member  of  the  council  and  all  other  city  officials 
with  whom  I  have  been  associated. 

City  Clerk  I.  V.  Goss  administered  the  oath  to  Mayor 
Burleigh  and  the  Councilmen-elect  George  E.  Buell  and 
Michael  J.  Nevins  were  sworn  in  by  the  mayor. 

The  mayor  then  delivered  the  following  inaugural 
address: — 
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MAYOR    BURLEIGH'S    INAUGURAL. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

The  first  duty  to  be  performed  by  us  is  to  elect  agents 
to  take  charge  of  the  several  departments  under  our  di- 
rection. Fortunately,  no  precedent  has  been  established 
since  we  became  a  city  making  it  incumbent  upon  us  to 
elect  persons  belonging  to  the  majority,  party.  The 
people,  whose  servants  we  are,  ask  only  that  we  elect 
those  best  fitted  for  the  service  required  of  them.  This 
liberty  of  selection  is  the  best  guaranty  we  have  for  a 
continued  faithful  and  economical  administration  of  city 
affairs.

The  water  bonds,  $80,000,  of  1891,  bearing  four  per 
cent  interest,  are  payable  after  April  1,  1901.  These 
bonds  should  be  refunded  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 
Water  bonds  are  very  desirable  and  can  be  disposed  of 
at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  than  other  municipal  bonds. 
For  this  reason  it  seems  advisable  that  these  bonds 
should  not  mature  before  1921.  In  the  meantime  the 
bonds  of  1899  and  Memorial  hall  bonds,  the  latter  bear- 
ing four  per  cent  interest,  can  be  paid. 

FIRF    DEPARTMENT.  ^ 

We  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  our  fire  de- 
partment. It  has  been  called  out  many  times  in 
the  past  year,  although  we  have  had  but  one  disastrous 
fire.     It   has    always    been    prompt    and  well  managed. 
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Heretofore,  our  fires  have  been  isolated.  As  our  city 
becomes  more  compact  and  our  buildings  higher  the 
danger  to  the  firemen  becomes  greater.  I  am  sure  we 
shall  not  undervalue  the  service  and  courage  of  the  fire- 
man who  risks  his  life  in  the  performance  of  duty. 
Personally,  I  have  a  grateful  remembrance  of  their  effi- 
cient services  on  the  morning  of  Jan.  6,  1900. 

STREET   LIGHTS. 

Inasmuch  as  the  contract  with  the  Franklin  Light  & 
Power  Co.  for  electric  lights  will  expire  with  the  current 
year,  we  shall  be  called  upon  to  make  a  new  contract 
with  this  company  or  provide  other  ways  of  lighting 
streets.  This  is  becoming  an  important  and  expensive 
department.  More  than  seven  per  cent  of  the  money 
paid  in  taxes  last  year  was  expended  for  lighting  streets. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  chairman  of  the  last  committee  on 
street  lights  we  are  paying  for  all  the  lights  we  need  in 
the  thickly  settled  portion  of  the  city.  We  should 
hesitate  before  installing  more  until  we  know  what  they 
will  cost  hereafter.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  our  street 
lights  should  burn  all  night  if  we  can  make  satisfactory 
arrangements  with  the  Franklin  Light  &  Power  Co. 

CITY   POOR. 

It  is  only  necessary  for  me  to  say  that  the  overseer  of 
the  poor  maintains  his  well  earned  reputation  for  discre- 
tion and  economy. 

SEWERS. 

The  city  seems  fairly  well  provided  with  sewers.  The 
engineer  who  planned  our  sewer  system  estimated  the 
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expense  of  laying  at  $50,000.  Our  experience  since  in- 
dicates that  his  estimate  was  not  too  large.  Since  1896 
we  have  laid  sewers  where  they  seemed  indispensable, 
spending  less  than  the  interest  on  the  estimated  cost  of 
the  entire  system.  This  seems  the  wiser  course  to 
pursue  in  the  future.  The  council  will  doubtless  deem 
it  advisable  to  extend  the  sewer  system  somewhat  the 
current  year. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  troublesome  department  to  manage  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  public  is  that  of  highways.  It  calls  for  a 
large  appropriation.  The  expenditure  of  this  money 
interests  every  tax  payer  and  invites  much  criticism. 
While  everyone  will  concede  that  the  condition  of  roads 
in  the  compact  part  of  the  city  has  been  improved,  many 
will  claim  that  the  outlying  districts  have  not  received 
due  attention.  During  the  year  $6779.81  has  been  ex- 
pended in  repairs  on  highways,  besides  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  macadam.  A  horse  has  been  bought  and 
several  bridges  replanked.  We  have  the  option  of  a 
lease  of  a  lot  of  land  with  a  few  buildings  on  Elkins 
street  for  four  years  by  paying  for  the  same  $150 
annually,  the  interest  on  $2500  at  six  per  cent.  The 
land  is  used  by  the  highway  department.  It  will  serve 
the  purpose  temporarily.  I  think  the  city  should  own 
a  lot  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  engine  house  in  ward 
two  on  which  suitable  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  high- 
way department  may  be  erected.  The  feasibility  of 
macadam  roads  is  no  longer  an  experiment.  I  doubt  if 
any  citizen  desires  the  policy  of  the  highway  department 
changed    in    regard    to    macadam.      During  the    year  a 
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piece  2800  feet  long  and  20  feet  wide  has  been  built  on 
the  Tilton  road,  costing  $2220.48.  An  expenditure  of 
the  same  amount  of  money  as  last  year  will  complete 
the  macadam  road  to  Tilton  line.  This  piece  of  road 
being  much  travelled  needed  to  be  broad.  Hereafter,  if 
we  should  build  in  other  directions,  perhaps  towards 
Andover,  we  should  not  built  so  wide  and  could  hence 
build  a  greater  distance  each  year.  My  year's  experi- 
ence has  confirmed  the  opinion  expressed  a  year  ago  that 
the  highway  commissioner  should  have  one  or  more 
assistants. 

POLICE. 

The  entire  police  department  has  been  self  supporting 
the  past  year  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  city. 
There  may  be  a  difference  in  opinion  whether  this  is 
creditable  or  otherwise,  but  it  certainly  shows  that  the 
city  marshal  has  not  been  idle.  As  we  increase  in  pop- 
ulation the  lawless  element  becomes  stronger  and  more 
troublesome  and  it  is  necessary  that  we  strictly  enforce 
the  laws.  In  doing  this  the  city  marshal  should  have 
the  support  of  the  city  council  and  the  commendation  of 
all  good  citizens.  I  would  suggest  that  the  city  council 
at  once  consider  the  advisability  of  increasing  the  police 
force. 

SCHOOLS. 

It  is  agreeable  to  be  informed  as  we  were  a  year  ago 
by  a  member  of  the  board  of  education  that  Franklin 
has  always  been  generous  with  her  schools;  that  the 
council  had  always  raised  the  amount  asked  for  by  the 
board  of  education.     This  is  creditable  alike  to  the  city 
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council  and  to  the  board  of  education;  to  the  city  coun- 
cil because  it  indicates  its  desire  to  have  good  schools; 
to  the  board  of  education  because  it  proves  that  they 
have  the  confidence  of  the  council.  I  understand  that 
the  board  are  inclined  to  engage  a  superintendent  of  in- 
struction. 

A  detailed  report  of  all  departments  will  be  found  in 
the  annual  city  report  to  be  issued  the  first  of  February. 
I  doubt  not  councilmen  are  deliberating  as  to  what  shall 
be  our  policy  for  the  current  year  in  relation  to  raising 
money.  Shall  we  raise  about  the  same  as  last  year  and 
keep  the  tax  rate  at  $18.50  per  thousand?  A  tax  rate  of 
$13  per  thousand  would  have  paid  current  expenses  in 
1899  and  1900.  Assuming-  that  a  tax  rate  of  $13  per 
thousand  will  pay  current  expenses  this  year,  a  rate  of 
$15  will  give  us  $5300  for  permanent  improvements,  or 
a  rate  of  $17  will  give  us  $10,600  above  current  ex- 
penses, and  a  rate  of  $18.50  will  give  us  $15,000  surplus. 
We  can  use  $5000  very  advantageously  in  providing  suit- 
able quarters  for  the  highway  department,  with  perhaps 
a  building  for  the  fire  department.  We  can  extend  the 
sewer  system,  build  macadam  roads,  or  create  a  sinking 
fund  for  use  hereafter.  This  question  will  require  your 
earnest  consideration. 

For  the  honor  my  fellow  citizens  have  conferred 
upon  me  in  re-electing  me  to  the  highest  office  in  the 
g-ift  of  the  city,  I  am  sincerely  grateful.  I  will  try  and 
deserve  your  partiality  and  support.

I  would  recommend  that  the  city  make  arrangements 
whereby  horses  could  be  kept  in  the  building  with  the 
apparatus,  as  the  delay  we  experience  now  is  costly 
and  dangerous.  That  the  city  purchase  a  new  ladder 
truck,  that  the  extension  ladders  and  other  appliances 
could  be  carried  to  all  fires. 

That  the  city  purchase  half  a  dozen  fire  extinguishers 
and  place  them  in  buildings  on  Main  and  Central  streets 
where  the  hall  is  oDen  night  and  dav,  so  that  anv  one 
that  should  discover  fire  could  have  free  and  quick 
access  to  the  extinguishers. 

During  the  year  there  were  12  bell  alarms  and  two 
still  alarms.  The  most  disastrous  fires  were  Emery  & 
Rowe's  mill.  Woodward's  house,  Huntoon's  house  and 
Powell's  house,  all  of  which  were  out  of  the  city  limits. 
There  has  also  been  two  calls  from  out  of  town.

BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 


REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  there  has  been  reported  to  this 
board  twenty-four  cases  of  contagious  diseases. 

Of  these  there  were  nine  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  seven 
of  diphtheria,  six  of  scarlet  fever,  and  one  each  of 
measles  and  German  measles.  Out  of  this  number 
three  deaths  have  occurred,  two  from  diphtheria  and 
one  from  typhoid  fever.  Fumigation  has  followed 
every  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria,  the  formal- 
dehyde spray  being  used  in  each  case. 

The  expenditures  of  the  past  year  in  this  department 
have  been  as  small  as  possible,  amounting  to  only 
^241.63.  This  amount  was  used  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  state  board.  Only  one  legal 
notice  has  been  served  during  the  year,  but  many  per- 
sonal letters  have  been  sent  out.  A  large  number  of 
complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  investigated  and 
abated  as  far  as  it  was  possible  to  do  so. 

During  the  year  96  burial  permits  have  been  issued 
by  this  board,  some  of  them  being  for  bodies  brought  in 
from  out  of  the  place.  Reports  to  Concord  and  Wash- 
ington have  been  sent  regularly  and  all  other  clerical 
work  which  increases  largely  from  year  to  year  has  been, 
properly  attended  to. 
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We  would  suggest  that  the  people  give  strict  atten- 
tion to  all  notices  issued  by  this  board  which  are  pub- 
lished from  time  to  time  in  the  local  paper. 

Compliance  with  this  request  will  thus  avoid  any  un- 
pleasant relations  with  the  board  of  health. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  city  govern- 
ment, physicians  and  all  others  who  have  in  any  way 
aided  us  in  our  work  during  the  past  year.

REPORT. 


ITo  the  Mayor  and  Council: 

The  case  of  Mary  J.  Hinckley  has  been  concluded  by 
a  trial  before  the  County  Commissioners  who  awarded 
$262.50  as  damages.  The  city  has  to  pay  interest  and 
taxable  costs  in  addition.  The  total  expense  is  less 
than  any  offer  of  settlement  that  could  be  obtained. 
Payment  has  been  delayed  by  disagreement  as  to  costs 
which  has  now  been  adjusted. 

A  suit  has  been  commenced  by  Hannah  Welch  to 
recover  $3,000  damages  on  account  of  an  accident  and 
injuries  received  on  the  plank  sidewalk  on  Prospect 
street.  The  case  will  be  in  order  for  trial  at  the  next 
term. 

The  suit  of  the  city  against  Durgie  and  Herbert  has 
been  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  by  the  defendants' 
counsel  on  a  claim  that  the  action  could  not  be  main- 
tained. The  court  has  recently  given  a  decision  in 
favor  of  the  city. 

The  suits  of  Danforth  &  Forrest  against  the  city  and 
by  the  Water  Commissioners  against  F.  M.  Edmunds 
have  not  yet  been  disposed  of  and  are  still  upon  the 
docket. 

The  above  include  all  actions  pending  in  which  the 
city  is  interested.     A  notice  has  been  served  upon  the 
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city  by  Frederick  Flanders  of  a  claim  for  damages 
arising  by  reason  of  an  accident  occurring  where  the 
railroad  crosses  over  the  highway  below  C.  C.  Ken- 
rick's  but  no  suit  has  yet  been  commenced.

The 
minimum  charge  is  six  dollars  per  year,  which  entitles 
the  consumer  to  2000  cubic  feet  during  the  year. 
Rentals  are  collected  quarterly.  For  the  first  1000  feet 
or  less  in  each  quarter  the  charge  is  30  cents  per  100; 
for  the  excess  over  1000  feet  used  in  each  quarter,  20 
cents  per  100  feet  is.  charged. 

Upon  all  quarterly  bills  exceeding  $12.50,  a  discount 
of  50  per  cent  of  the  excess  over  $12.50  is  made. 

No  charge  is  made  for  private  hydrants  or  automatic 
sprinkler  service.

CONTRACT 

Between  the  City  of  Franklin  and  the  Franklin  Light  &  Power  Co, 


This  agreement,  made  this  third  day  of  February,, 
A.D.  1902,  between  the  city  of  Franklin,  a  municipal 
corporation  situate  in  the  Count}^  of  Merrimack  and 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  acting  by  its  m.ayor,  Harry 
W.  Daniell,  and  Willie  L.  Whittier,  George  S.  French,, 
and  Michael  j.  Nevins,  a  committee  of  the  city  council 
of  said  city  of  Franklin  on  lighting  streets,  duly  author- 
ized bv  vote  of  said  citv  council  to  make  and  execute 
this  contract  as  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Franklin 
Light  &  Power  Company,  a  corporation  duly  established 
by  law  and  doing  business  at  said  Franklin,  party  of  the 
second  part: 

Witnesseth,  The  said  party  of  the  second  part,  for 
the  consideration  hereinafter  mentioned,  agrees  for  itself, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  at  its  own  expense  to  provide 
and  m.aintain  in  the  public  streets,  squares,  alleys,  lanes 
and  other  public  places  in  said  city,  not  less  than  sixty- 
two  (62)  arc  electric  lights  of  the  capacity  hereinafter 
mentioned;  said  lights  to  be  increased  in  number  as  the 
said  council  of  said  city  shall  determine.  Said  electric 
lights  to  be  of  the  standard  1200  candle  power  enclosed 
arc  lamps;  to  keep  the  same  lighted  from  twilight  to- 
twilight  upon  every    night    of    the    year  for  the  term  of 
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five  (5)  years  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1902,  it  be- 
ing understood  and  agreed  that  said  second  party  in  no 
case  shall  be  obliged  to  extend  its  lines  more  than  one- 
eighth  of  a  mile  for  one  arc  lamp.  The  said  party  of 
the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  for  each  of  said  lights  furnished  under  this  contract 
the  sum  of  sixty-five  (65)  dollars  per  year,  the  same  to 
be  paid  in  monthly  payments. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  for  the  further 
consideration  hereinafter  mentioned,  agrees  for  itself, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  at  its  own  expense,  to  provide 
and  maintain  in  the  public  streets,  squares,  alleys  and 
lanes  in  said  city,  at  such  points  in  said  city  as  the 
mayor  and  standing  committee  on  lighting  streets  may 
designate,  the  following  incandescent  lights,  and  at  the 
specified  prices,  viz.:  not  less  than  sixteen  (16)  thirty- 
two  (32)  candle  power  incandescent  lights  at  fifteen 
(15)  dollars  per  year  each,  payable  monthly. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  that  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  may  maintain  its  present  lines 
through  and  over  the  public  streets,  alleys  and  lanes  of 
said  city  and  erect  such  new  lines  as  may  be  required. 
In  any  additional  construction  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  agrees  that  all  poles,  set  for  the  purpose  of 
stringing  or  maintaining  lamps  in  position  shall  be  of 
good  quality  of  Georgia  Southern  pine,  old  growth  pine, 
white  oak  or  chestnut.  All  poles  erected  of  any  kind 
shall  be  of  a  suitable  height,  but  in  no  case  shall  said 
party  of  the  second  part  be  required  to  erect  a  pole  more 
than  forty-five  (45)  feet  long;  all  poles  shall  be  sawed 
square,  have  their  sides  planed,  in  size  not  less  than 
eight  (8)  inches  square  at  the  base,  and  kept  painted. 
The  said  party  of  the  first  part  is  hereby  authorized  to 
use  the  topmost  arm  on  said  poles  that  said  party  of  the 
second  part  has  erected,  or  may  hereafter  erect,  for  its- 
.system  of  fire  alarm  telegraph. 

It  is  hereby  understood  and  mutually    agreed  that  all 
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damages  or  injuries  to  such  lights  or  lines  arising  from 
fire  or  other  unavoidable  causalties  shall  be  repaired  by 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part  with  reasonable  dili- 
gence, and  shall  not  vitiate  the  contract,  and  that  all 
damages  to  any  person  or  property  caused  by  poles, 
lamps,  wires  or  other  apparatus  used  by  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  or  by  the  use  of  the  same,  occasioned  by 
the  negligence  or  want  of  care  of  the  parties  of  the 
second  part,  or  its  servants  or  agents,  shall  be  borne 
by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  that  all  liabilities, 
costs  or  damages  from  the  maintenance  of  the  system 
of  electric  lighting  used  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,, 
shall  rest  upon  said  party  of  the  second  part.  At  the 
termination  of  this  contract  all  property  used  by  said 
party  of  the  second  part  under  the  same  shall  remaiu 
the  property  of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  contract 
existing  between  the  parties  hereto  prior  to  January 
first,  1902,  shall  be  extended  and  in  force  until  such 
time  as  said  second  party  can  by  reasonable  diligence 
furnish  the  enclosed  lamps,  and  procure  another 
electric  machine,  and  this  contract  shall  to  that  extent 
be  considered  amended,  and  said  second  party  agrees  to 
exercise  reasonable  diligence  in  making  said  change.

COMMENTS. 


The  annual  record  of  school  statistics  with  their 
accompanying  notes  and  comments  is  again  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  public. 

We  feel  that  the  year  just  closing  has  brought  about 
several  results  which  may  well  be  considered  subjects 
for  congratulation.  We  are  glad,  for  one  thing,  not  to 
be  obliged  to  make  the  urgent  plea  for  a  superintendent 
which  has  been  presented  in  each  succeeding  report  for 
several  years.  When  an  opportunity  came  for  Franklin 
to  unite  with  Penacook  to  form  a  joint  district  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  services  of  a  superintendent,  we 
felt  that,  even  in  educational  matters,  the  old  maxim, 
"All  things  come  to  those  who  wait,"  sometimes  proves 
itself  true.  By  this  arrangement  Franklin  pays  three- 
fourths  of  the  salary  of  the  superintendent  and  the  same 
proportion  of  the  traveling  expenses  between  the  two 
places. 

Mr.  Henry  C.  Sanborn,  who  has  been  elected  to  fill 
the  position  of  superintendent,  graduated  from  Dart- 
mouth college  in  1895.  Subsequent  study  in  educa- 
tional methods  at  home  and  abroad  has,  we  believe, 
especially  fitted  him  for  the  career  to  which  his  natural 
ability  and  taste  have  inclined  him. 

Confident  that  a  steady  and  systematic  supervision  of 
our  schools  will,  in  time,  be  productive  of  such  good 
results  that  no  word  of  ours  will  again  be  needed   in  its 
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defense,  we  leave  Mr.  Sanborn  to  present  his  own  view 
of  onr  educational  condition  and  needs. 

We  do  not  anticipate,  however,  that  even  this  long- 
desired  change  in  the  management  of  our  schools  will 
immediately,  at  any  rate,  prove  a  panacea  for  all  the 
ills  from  which  the  system  may  be  suffering ;  and  we 
know  that  the  path  of  any  superintendent,  who  is 
earnestly  working  to  create  and  preserve  a  high  educa- 
tional standard  in  our  schools,  will  not  always  be  an 
easy  one.  We  would,  therefore  bespeak  your  hearty 
co-operation  in  helping  him  to  reach  his  ideals. 

Another  subject  for  congratulation  is  the  fact  that  our 
high  school  is  taking  a  good  rank  among  the  secondary 
schools  of  the  state,  being  included  in  the  approved  list 
of  the  state  superintendent. 

Still  another  subject  is  the  completion  of  a  model 
rural  school  house  in  the  Morrison  district  where  the 
school  population  had  long  since  outgrown  its  former 
dilapidated  quarters. 

Unfortunately  we  have  not  so  pleasing  a  report  to 
make  in  regard  to  the  needed  accommodations  in  other 
parts  of  the  town.  Mr.  Sanborn's  report  will  bring  to 
your  attention  the  expensive  system  to  which  we  have 
been  compelled  to  resort  on  the  west  side  of  the  river 
for  lack  of  sufficient  room.  This  is  one  of  the  perplex- 
ing problems  which  now  confronts  us  and  its  solution 
■cannot  be  longer  delayed.

SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT. 

To  the  School  Committee  : 

My  first  report  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 
As  it  covers  but  fourteen  weeks  of  the  school  year  it  is 
necessarily  brief. 

The  labors  of  a  school  superintendent,  entering  upon  a 
field  where  the  idea  of  supervision  by  a  single  person  is 
entirely  new,  are  not  altogether  easy.  They  must  at 
first  be  such  as  to  enable  him  to  become  entirely  familiar 
with  existing  conditions  and  to  place  him  in  a  position 
where  he  can  wisely  plan  and  formulate  a  system  along 
which  he  can  work  for  the  improvement  and  the 
^greatest  success  of  the  schools.  This  work,  owing  to 
the  interest  and  earnest  efforts  of  an  efficient  school 
committee  during  the  past  years  has  not  presented 
serious  difficulties. 

Indeed  the  city  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  quality 
of  its  schools.  They  compare  very  favorably  with 
those  of  other  towns  where  like  conditions  of  expendi- 
ture and  supervision  have  existed. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  table  of  attendance  for  the  year  1900-1901  shows 
an  opportunity  for  improvement  in  regularity  and 
punctuality.  While  there  is  already  an  effort  being 
made  by  the  teachers  and  superintendent  to  create  in 
the  pupils  such  an  interest  in  their  school  work  that 
they  may  desire  to  be  regular  and  punctual  in  attend- 
ance yet  we  feel  that  the  best  results  cannot  be  obtained 
without  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  parents.  If  the 
parents  would  endeavor  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of 
the  children  the  importance  of  the  school  work  and  be 
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more  careful  to  consider  whether  the  excuses  which 
they  sign  are  necessary  we  should  soon  see  definite 
results.  We  earnestly  request  the  parents  to  give  this 
matter  careful  consideration. 


SCHOOL    ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Falls  first  primary 
school  has  been  a  subject  of  much  serious  thought.  An 
assistant  teacher  has  been  placed  in  the  room.  This 
does  not,  however,  relieve  the  inconvenience  and 
unsanitary  condition  which  arises  from  seating  sixty- 
nine  small  children  in  one  room.  By  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  two  teachers  this  large  number  of  children 
is  being  well  cared  for  but  should  there  be  further 
increase  in  numbers  at  the  beginning  of  another  year 
(the  spring  term)  it  may  be  best  to  divide  this  grade. 

On  account  of  the  large  size  of  the  eighth  grade  at 
the  Falls  one-half  of  the  grade  lias  been  placed  in 
charge  of  Miss  Greeley  and  one-half  in  charge  of  Miss 
Longhead.  This  arrangement,  though  the  best  that 
could  be  made,  interferes  somewhat  with  perfect  grad- 
ing and  on  account  of  large  succeeding  grades  may  not 
be  possible  another  year. 

At  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  the  fall  a  nev>^  prob- 
lem arose  for  solution.  The  first  and  second  grades  of 
the  Nesmith  school  were  much  too  large  to  be  seated  in 
one  room  under  the  charge  of  a  single  teacher.  Provis- 
ion was  made  for  the  second  grade  in  Dr.  Grace's  block. 
This  room  was  small  and  not  easily  ventilated  hence 
not  suitable  for  occupation  during  the  winter.  Through 
the  kindness  of  the  society  of  the  Christian  church  the 
board  of  education  was  permitted  to  remodel  and  equip 
for  school  purposes  the  room  in  the  south-east  corner  of 
the  basement  of  the  Christian  church.  This  room  is 
still  far  too  small  and  by  no  means  allows  satisfactory 
methods  of  heating,  lighting  and  ventilation. 
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The  Nesmith  kindergarten,  under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Emily  A.  Goldsmith,  still  occupies  crowded 
quarters  in  the  basement  of  Miss  Fortier's  store  and  Mr. 
March  still  has  four  grades  in  his  room. 

The  success  of  every  school  depends  very  much  upon 
the  condition  under  which  it  is  operated.  However 
proficient  in  training  and  skill  the  teachers  may  be  they 
cannot  accomplish  the  best  results  while  continually 
struggling  against  the  difficulties  of  poor  accommoda- 
tions. Every  school  should  be  furnished  with  sufficient 
room  to  prevent  overcrowding,  plenty  of  heat,  light  and 
fresh  air.  These  conditions,  so  requsite  to  excellent 
school  work,  do  not  exist  in  all  departments  of  the 
Nesmith  school  and  can  only  be  obtained  by  providing 
more  room. 

If  the  benefits  which  the  school  would  derive  from 
more  spacious  accommodations  are  not  in  themselves 
sufficient  to  convince  the  thoughtful  observer  that  some 
action  ought  to  be  taken  in  this  direction  he  need  only 
to  consider  the  financial  side  of  the  question  to  find 
another  good  reason  for  action.  The  city  is  paying  $10 
per  month  for  a  room  for  the  kindergarten,  and,  taking 
into  consideration  the  expense  of  fitting  up  the  room  in 
the  Christian  church  we  find  the  rate  per  month  for  the 
second  grade  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  for  the 
kindergarten.  In  brief  the  city  is  practically  paying  at 
the  rate  of  $300  per  year  for  rent.  Possibly  under  the 
same  conditions  this  amount  might  be  reduced  some- 
what another  year  but  this  is  by  no  means  certain  and, 
even  if  it  were,  the  reduction  would  not  be  sufficient  to 
warrant  a  longer  continuation  of  such  expenditure. 
The  amount  is  appalling  and  if  continued  for  ten  years 
would  make  a  total  $3,000  which  would  be  sufficient  to 
build  a  very  good  school  house. 

Several  plans  for  the  solution  of  this  problem  of  pro- 
viding more  room  have  been  considered  but  nothing 
definite  decided  upon.  The  looked-for  increase  in  the 
business  activity  of  Ward  1,    while  it  does  not  assist  in 
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the  solution  is  certainly  an  important  factor  and  makes 
imperative  a  provision  for  the  near  future. 

Great  care  should  be  used  in  the  construction  of  new 
building's.  The  number  of  rooms,  their  arrangement, 
general  equipment,  heating,  lighting  and  ventilation 
should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  those  who  are  •  familiar 
with  the  everyday  requirements  of  the  modern  school. 
To  build  a  new  building  that  in  a  few  years  would  be- 
come inadequate  in  the  matter  of  room  accommodation 
would  in  the  end  cause  much  inconvenience  and  cer- 
tainly pecuniary  loss.  Heating  and  ventilation  are  mat- 
ters of  great  importance.  A  perfect  sanitary  condition 
demands  that  each  pupil  shall  be  furnished  with  2,000 
cubic  feet  of  pure  air  per  hour.  At  present  the  average 
school  room  in  Franklin  has  an  air  capacity  of  about 
400  cubic  feet  per  pupil.  This  would  necessitate  a 
change  of  air  five  times  each  hour.  With  the  systems 
of  ventilation  in  use  it  is  not  possible  to  accomplish  this 
in  some  of  the  rooms.  The  teachers  are  forced  to 
resort  to  the  opening  of  windows,  which  though  done 
with  the  utmost  care,  is  liable  to  prove  dangerous  to  the 
health  of  the  pupils.  If  such  is  the  present  condition  of 
a  large  number  of  the  school  rooms  in  the  city,  strenu- 
ous efforts  should  be  made  to  have  all  new  rooms  fitted 
with  effective  systems  of  ventilation. 


TEACHERS. 

Very  few  outside  of  the  cpmmittee  fully  appreciate 
the  untiring  zeal,  patient  endeavor  and  hard  work  of 
the  individual  teachers  to  help  the  pupils  under  their 
charge.  Their  work  is  not  appreciated  as  it  should  be 
by  the  community.  Every  well  trained  teacher  who  is 
thoroughly  interested  in  her  work  makes  her  school 
first  in  importance  in  her  every  day  life,  and  is  con- 
stantly seeking  opportunities  for  self  improvement  and 
advancement    in    the    profession.      This    is   an    age    of 
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trained  labor.  The  work  in  the  school  room  has 
become  so  exacting  as  to  its  quality  that  a  teacher  with- 
out normal  training  or  an  equivalent,  successful  experi- 
ence,cannot  obtain  a  position  in  our  leading  cities.  The 
future  success  of  the  schools  depends  greatly  upon  the 
training  and  character  of  the  teachers. 

Several  new  teachers  have  been  added  to  the  force 
this  year.  Wliile  it  is  always  a  misfortune  to  lose  a 
successful  teacher  it  must  be  admitted  that  new 
teachers  bring  new  ideas  and  methods  with  them 
and  thus  set  in  motion  the  thouip-ht  of  those  who  have 
been  connected  for  a  longer  period  with  the  schools. 
If  a  new  teacher  has  self-control,  high  standards  and  a 
pure  character  the  pupils  will  soon  feel  the  influence 
springing  from  such  sources  and  the  school  become  a 
success. 

BOOKS. 

The  schools  have  been  supplied  with  the  full  series  of 
Progressive  Readers.  These  with  other  readers  as  Cyr, 
Stepping  Stones,  Franklin,  Normal  and  Ward  form  as 
good  a  list  of  drill  reading  books  as  could  be  desired. 
In  the  fall  Morton's  Advanced  Geography  was  intro- 
duced. This  completes  the  series  as  the  Elementary 
book  was  introduced  last  year.  In  the  high  school  the 
Lockwood  and  Emerson  Lessons  in  English  has  taken 
the  place  of  the  old  Lockwood.  The  matter  of  arith- 
metics is  now  under  consideration  and  it  is  hoped  that 
soon  a  new  and  progressive  book  will  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  pupils  of  the  lower  grades. 

THE   UNGRADED   SCHOOLS. 

r  In  many  ways  the  ungraded  school  is  an  unbounded 
field  for  labor.  It  is  unhampered  by  the  conventionali- 
ties of  a  graded  system ;  it  necessitates  individual  work 
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on  the  part  of  the  teacher ;  and  encourages  independent 
work  on  the  part  of  the  pupil.  If  the  same  qualifica- 
tions of  training  and  experience  could  be  required  of  the 
teachers  in  the  ungraded  as  is  required  of  those  in  the 
graded  schools  and  the  same  salary  paid  to  them  both 
great  progress  would  be  made  in  the  educational  work 
of  the  town.  These  schools  during  the  fall  were  six  in 
number  and  had  an  enrollment  of  85  pupils.  For  the 
money  expended  the  work  in  most  of  them  has  been 
very  satisfactory. 


THE    TRUANT    LAW. 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  new  truant  law  enacted 
in  March,  1901,  sixty-two  employment  certificates  have 
been  granted  to  children  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16. 
When  questioned  concerning  obtaining  certificates  for 
their  children  parents  have  almost  invariably  answered 
that  they  were  obliged  to  do  so  for  financial  reasons  and 
most  of  them  have  admitted  that  the}^  regret  removing 
their  children  from  school.  Unfortunately  the  majority 
of  those  who  thus  leave  school  most  need  to  continue 
their  education.  A  large  number  of  them  have  only 
been  able  to  cover  the  law  which  requires  that  they 
shall  be  able  to  read  and  write  simple  sentences  in 
English. 

Besides  these  children  there  are  doubtless  many 
others  who  cannot  now  attend  school  who  would  like  to 
avail  themselves  of  an  opportunity  to  gain  an  elementary 
education.  It  is  fitting  therefore  that  the  citizens  of 
Franklin  should  seriously  consider  some  method  by 
which  educational  advantages  can  be  secured  for  this 
class  of  people. 
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THE   OBJECT   OF   OUR   SCHOOL   SYSTEM. 

The  aim  of  an  educational  system  is  not  to  simply  fill 
the  mind  of  the  pupil  with  a  long  list  of  dry,  uninter- 
esting facts  but  rather  to  develop  in  the  pupil  a  power 
of  mind  which  he  can  use  in  his  after  life.  Very  few 
children  remember  what  they  have  learned  from  their 
books  in  the  school  room  and  yet  they  have  grown 
mentall}'-,  have  formed  habits  of  study  and  thought,  and 
have  acquired  force  of  character.  Educators  have 
been  and  still  are  studying  to  find  and  foster  the  natural 
developinent  of  the  child's  mind.  It  is  with  this  end 
in  view  that  the  old  method  of  learning  rules  by 
number  and  wasting  time  and  energy  on  the  solution  of 
problems  far  too  difficult  for  the  capacity  of  the  child's 
mind  has  given  place  to  the  brighter  one  of  teaching 
nature,  music  and  drawing.  The  same  idea  has  led  to 
the  introduction  of  the  kindergarten  where  the  child's 
play  is  regulated  and  skillfully  guided  so  that  it  may 
form  a  part  of  the  training  for  the  life  work.  The 
present  methods  of  educational  training  tend  to  give  the 
children  a  bright  and  cheerful  disposition,  broad  mental 
development  and  strength  of  character.  To  be  sure  the 
present  system  cannot  be  approved  in  full  until  it  has 
stood  the  test  of  time  \^et  it  can  be  readily  seen  that  the 
schools  of  today  show  a  conservation  of  school  time, 
scientific  methods  of  teaching  and  cultivation  of  the  fine 
sensibilities  of  the  child's  mind  which  have  not  been 
shown  by  any  previous  system.  Then  it  should  be  the 
object  of  our  school  systems  to  develop  in  the  children 
those  qualities  which  will  make  them  good  citizens. 
This  I  consider  the  ultimate  aim  of  my  work  in  Frank- 
lin and  I  seek  from  all  interested  in  the  schools  hearty 
co-operation.  '

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HIGH    SCHOOL    REPORT. 

The  work  of  the  High  school  during  the  past  year 
has  been  very  encouraging  to  those  having  it  in  charge. 
The  students  have  shown  great  interest  land  have 
responded  splendidly  to  every  call  made  upon  them. 
The  instructors  are  constantly  endeavoring  to  inculcate 
a  spirit  of  thoroughness,  a  discontent  with  anything 
short  of  one's  best  efforts.  In  this  endeavor  they  are 
not  allowed  to  become  disheartened.  The  student 
body,  like  every  body  of  young  people,  is  ready  to 
show  that  confidence  placed  in  them  is  not  misplaced. 
For  the  purpose  of  securing  a  training  which  cannot  be 
given  in  the  regular  school  curriculum  a  Boys'  Debating 
Club  was  organized.  All  boys,  except  Freshmen,  may 
become  members.  The  following  quotation  from  its 
constitution  will  explain  the  objects  of  the  club: 

The  objects  of  this  club  are : 

1.  To  enable  its  members  to  think  for  themselves 
and  to  easily  express  those  thoughts  in  public. 

2.  To  acquaint  them  with  the  leading  questions  of 
the  day. 

3.  To  make  them  familiar  with  parliamentary 
usages. 

We  feel  from  its  work  thus  far  that  this  organization 
deserves  the  heartiest  kind  '  of  support.  We  would 
especially  solicit  the  gift  of  magazines  and  periodicals 
which  may  be  used  in  preparation  for  debates.  With 
the  present  school  year  a  new  curriculum  of  study  has 
been  introduced.  This  was  patterned  very  closely  after 
that  prepared  by  a  special  committee  of  the  State 
Educational  Council.  Since  its  adoption  our  High 
School  has  been  placed  upon  the  approved  list  by  Supt. 
Folsom.  ■  This  approval  enables  us  to  get  the  benefit 
coming  from  the  law  recently  enacted  as  to  the  tuition 
of  non-resident  students. 
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The  new  curriculum  will  enable  our  graduates  to  go 
direct  to  college  if  they  so  desire.  We  will  send  one 
boy  to  Dartmouth  next  fall  while  three  will  take  the 
entrance  examination  for  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  next  spring.  The  present  junior  class  will 
be  fitted  to  go  direct  to  college  at  graduation.  We  wish  to 
call  the  attention  of  any  in  neighboring  towns,  who  are 
contemplating  a  college  course,  to  the  Franklin  High 
School  as  a  good  place  for  them  to  secure  their  prepara- 
tion. 

Two  changes  were  made  in  the  corps  of  assistants. 
Miss  Lucy  W.  Cummings  and  Miss  Mabel  Butler  take 
the  places  of  Mrs.  C.  P.  Webster  and  Miss  Grace  S. 
Welles.  Both  of  the  young  ladies  have  proved  them- 
selves good  teachers,  thoroughly  devoted  to  their  work, 
careful  in  its  performance  and,  not  least,  able  to 
manage  young  people.  They,  with  Miss  Bertha  M. 
Stockbridge,  make  an  exceptionally  strong  staff.  Their 
work  has  been  made  as  departmental  as  possible,  thus 
enabling  each  to  do  a  higher  grade  of  work.  We  are 
very  weak  in  the  science  department  from  lack  of 
laboratory  room  and  appliances.  The  school  can  never 
take  the  rank  among  schools  it  ought  to  take  and  the 
position  our  citizens  wish  it  to  occupy  until  much  better 
working  facilities  are  furnished.  The  old  way  of 
teaching  science  by  text  books  alone  has  long  since  dis- 
appeared. We  are  doing  some  laboratory  work  now  in 
Chemistry  and  Physics  but  are  greatly  cramped. 

There  is  one  other  matter,  entirely  separate  from  this, 
which  must  be  m.entioned.  The  parents  and  friends 
visit  our  school  far  too  little  both  for  their  own  and  our 
good.  It  is  only  by  such  mutual  counsel  that  the  most 
desirable  results  may  be  obtained.  We  hope  to  have 
the  pleasure  of  welcoming  many  more  in  the  future.

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A  Resolution  relating;  to  the  refunding-  of  $80,000 
of  Water  Works  Bonds  of  the  town  of  Franklin,  issued 
April  1,  1891. 

Resolved  by  the  City  Council  of  the    City  of  Franklin  as 
follozvs  : 

Sfc.  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  eighty 
thousand  dollars  of  Water  Works  bonds  of  the  town  of 
Franklin,  issued  April  1,  1891,  and  to  refund  the  same, 
the  city  borrow  the  sum  of  eighty  thousand  dollars  and 
issue  bonds  therefor ;  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer 
be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  and 
execute,  sign  and  affix  the  city  seal  thereto,  and  issue  bonds 
of  the  city  for  said  sum  of  eighty  thousand  dollars  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  chapter  43  of  the  Laws  of  1895, 
said  bonds  to  be  one  hundred  and  sixty  in  number,  for 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  dated 
Oct.  1,  1901,  to  be  made  payable  to  the  bearer  with 
interest  coupons  attached,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
three  and  one-half  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually on  the  first  days  of  April  and  October  in  each 
year. 

The  principal  of  said  bonds  and  the  interest  coupons 
attached  to  be  made  payable  on  presentation  at  maturity 
at  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston,  Mass.,  and  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer;  the  principal  of  said  bonds 
to  be  made  to  become  due  and  payable  on  the  first  day 
of  October,  1921. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  is  hereby  instructed  and  em- 
powered to  procure  proposals  for  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
hereby  authorized,  and  such  bids  as  seem  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city  shall  be  accepted  by  him,  provided 
the  same  are  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  of  said  bonds  owned  by  the  citi- 
zens of  said  City  of  Franklin  shall  be  exempt  from  tax- 
ation as  provided  in  chapter  55,  section  11  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  and  the  citizens  of  Franklin  shall  be  given  the 
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first  opportunity  to  take  such  portion  of  said  bonds  as 
they  may  subscribe  for  prior  to  July  1,  1901,  on  a  three 
per  cent  basis.

ORDINANCES. 


An  Ordinance  relating  to  sewers. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Fi^ank- 
lin  as  folloivs: 

Section  1.  That  the  resohition  of  the  City  Council 
adopted  May  10,  1895,  relating  to  sewers,  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  so  far  modified  as  to  provide  for  a  special 
assessment  or  charge  only  on  such  persons  or  corpora- 
tions as  have  already,  or  may  hereafter,  connect  with 
the  new  system  of  sewerage. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  person  or  corporation  shall  be  re- 
quired to  connect  with  any  sewer  except  by  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  or  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  3.  All  persons  who  have  already,  or  shall 
hereafter  connect  with  the  new  system  of  sewerage, 
shall  pay  to  the  city  the  following  sums,  to  wit:  For 
each  tenement  of  seven  rooms  or  less,  fifteen  dollars;  for 
each  additional  room  in  a  tenement  in  excess  of  seven, 
two  dollars. 

Space  in  buildings  occupied  wholly  or  in  part  for 
stores,  manufacturing,  or  other  purposes  than  private 
barns,  cellars  and  store  houses  or  store  rooms,  or  out- 
buildings, shall  be  reckoned  and  paid  for  on  the  basis  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  square  feet  of  floor  space  as  one 
room  when  connected  with  the  sewer. 

Sec.  4.  All  persons  who  have  already  connected 
with  the  new  system  of  sewerage    shall    pay  to  the  City 
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Clerk  the  amounts  for  which  they  are  liable  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  three  within  thirty  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  with  interest  thereafter,  and 
the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  collect  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  hereafter  connect  with  any 
public  sewer  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor 
signed  by  the  City  Clerk  and  countersigned  by  the 
Highway  Agent,  and  before  such  permit  is  issued  to 
connect  with  the  new  system  of  sewerage  such  person 
shall  pay  to  the  City  Clerk  the  sums  for  which  he  would 
be  liable  under  the  provisions  of  Section  three. 

Sec.  6.  In  any  case  where  connection  with  a  sewer 
is  made  by  the  Board  of  Health,  through  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  the  owner  to  comply  with  their  orders  so  to 
do,  the  amount  provided  to  be  paid  therefor  in  Section 
three  shall  become  at  once  due  and  payable  and  col- 
lected by  the  City  Clerk,  but  the  City  Clerk  may  issue 
a  permit  in  such  cases  without  prepayment. 

Sec.  7.  Every  permit  to  connect  with  any  public 
sewer  issued  by  the  City  Clerk  shall  contain  the  name  of 
the  owner,  the  number  of  tenements  and  rooms  in  each 
for  which  the  permit  is  granted,  the  location  of  the  ten- 
ements and  amiount  paid  for  such  permit,  a  record  of 
which  shall  be  made  by  the  City  Clerk  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  8.  All  connections  with  any  public  sewer  shall 
hereafter  be  made  under  the  supervision  of  the  Highw^ay 
Agent  and  in  accordance  with  his  directions,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Highway  Agent  to  see  that 
all  such  connections  are  securel}^  made  and  in  the  safest 
and  best  manner,  and  that  only  proper  pipe  and  other 
materials  are  used. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  or  corporation  shall  deposit  any 
garbage,  offal,  filth  or  any  substance  having  a  tendency 
to  obstruct  the  flow  of  sewage  in  any  manhole,  flush 
tank  or  sewer  opening. 

Sec.  10.  All  fixtures  connected  with  private  sewers 
leading    to    the    public    sewers    shall    be  provided  with 
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suitable  traps  and  strainers  to  prevent  the  introduction 
of  all  solids  or  anything  that  would  obstruct  the  flow  in 
the  pipes. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions five  and  eight,  nine  and  ten  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  This  ordinance  shall  take  efiect  upon  its 
passage.

No  building  shall  hereafter  be  erected 
on  the  north  side  of  Central  street,  between  Sanborn 
bridge  and  Daniell  bridge,  on  the  south  side  of  Central 
street  between  Sanborn  bridge  and  Church  street,  on 
Franklin  street  between  Central  street  and  Church 
street,  except  the  same  is  constructed  with  solid  outside 
brick  walls  at  least  twelve  inches  thick. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

Any  person  connecting  with  a  pnblic 
sewer,  who  will  sign  a  written  request  therefor,  may 
pay  an  annual  rental  or  tax  as  follows:  For  each  tene- 
ment of  seven  rooms  or  less,  $2.  For  each  additional 
room  in  a  tenement,  thirty  cents,  payable  in  advance. 
The  first  payment  when  the  permit  is  granted,  subse- 
quent payments  to  be  collected  by  the  Collector  with 
other  taxes. 

Such  rental  shall  cease  whenever  such  party  shall  pay 
the  fee  heretofore  prescribed  and  any  sums  due  for  such 
rental . 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

No  person  shall  distribute  in  any  public 
highway,  within  the  city,  any  printed  hand-bill,  circu- 
lar, or  advertisement  of  any  kind. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  place,  throw  or  deposit 
upon  any  public  highway,  within  the  city,   or  upon  any 
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sidewalk  therein,  any  paper,  garbage,  waste  or  refuse 
matter  of  any  kind. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  spit  upon  the  floor  of  any 
public  conveyance,  shop,  store,  hall,  church,  school- 
house,  railroad  station  or  other  public  building  in  said 
-city,  or  upon  the  steps  of  said  conveyances  or  buildings, 
or  upon  the  sidewalk  of  any  public  street  or  way  in  said 
city. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  convicted  of  any  violation  of 
•either  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

That  Chapter  40,  Session  Laws  of  this 
state  for  1899,  in  which  it  is  provided  that  (section  1) 

"Any  town  or  city  which  now  holds,  or  hereafter 
may  hold  in  trust,  by  bequest  or  otherwise,  any  fund 
for  the  care  of  any  cemetery,  or  any  private  lot  therein, 
may  pay  the  same  into  the  town  or  city  treasury,  and 
so  long  as  the  same  remains  therein,  said  town  or  city 
shall  pay  thereon  an  annual  income  at  the  rate  of  three 
and  one-half  per  cent,  which  income  shall  be  expended 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  trust  by  which  said 
fund  or  funds  is  held.     (Section  2.)      This  act  shall  not 
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be  in  force  except  in  such  towns  and  cities  as  by  vote  of 
the  town,  or  City  Council  shall  so  elect." 

Be  and  hereby  is  adopted  and  in  force  in  this  city, 
and  the  City  Council  so  elects. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  upon  its  passage.

mailing  to  each  in  a  sealed  envelope  a  copy  of  this 
ordinance,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  balance  due 
as  it  appears  upon  the  tax  list.

That  all  dealers  in  old  metals,  rubber, 
rags  or  junk  of  any  sort,  shall  be  licensed. 

The  said  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  City  Clerk 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Mayor. 

The  cost  of  said  license  shall  be  three  (3)  dollars  per 
annum,  dating  from  April  1st,  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  dealer  shall  buy  of  any  minor, 
under  fifteen  years  of  age,  any  old  metals,  rubber,  rags 
or  junk  of  any  sort,  without  written  consent  of  their 
parents  or  guardian. 

■Sec.  3.  Any  person  convicted  of  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance  'shall  be 
fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage.

An  Ordinance  relating   to    the    names  of  streets  and 
their  numbers. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Frank- 
lin as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  names  of  the  streets  of  the 
city  of  Franklin  shall  be  as  indicated  on  the  map  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  city  of  Franklin,  of  1895,  with  ad- 
dition of  new  streets  and  avenues  since  laid  out  with  the 
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following  exceptions:  That  the  southern  section  of 
Pemigewassett  street,  running  east  from  North  Main, 
street,  shall  be  known  as  Gerrish  street.  That  the 
street  running  from  Depot  street  to  Franklin  Heights 
shall  be  know  as  Summit  street.  That  the  street  lead- 
ing north  from  Summit  street  to  Pleasant  Valley  shall 
be  known  as  Valley  street.  That  the  street  west  of 
Valley  street,  leading  south  from  Summit  street,  shall 
be  known  as  Oilman  street.  That  the  street  running 
north  from  Central  street,  near  Republican  bridge,  tO' 
Gate  brook,  shall  be  known  as  Glen  wood  avenue.  That 
the  street  running  northwest  from  Bow  street  over 
Cheney  hill  to  Glenwood  avenue,  shall  be  known  as 
Cheney  street.  That  the  street  running  west  from  Bow 
street  past  what  is  known  as  Davis  block  to  Glenwood 
avenue,  shall  be  known  as  Glen  street.  That  the  sec- 
tion of  Maple  street,  running  north  from  foot  of  Willow 
hill,  then  east  to  that  section  of  Maple  street  running 
north,  shall  be  known  as  Willow  street.  That  the  sec- 
tion of  Winnipiseogee  street  running  south  from  Central 
street  to  that  section  running  east,  shall  be  known  as 
River  street.  The  street  running  east,  then  north  from 
Franklin  street,  opposite  Church  street,  shall  be  known 
as  Ayles  Court.  That  the  section  of  High  street  east  of 
the  Franklin  &.  Tilton  R.R.,  shall  be  known  as  East 
High  street,  and  that  section  west  of  said  railroad  shall 
be  known  as  West  High  street.  That  the  street  run- 
ning east  from  Memorial  street  to  Smith  street  shall  be 
known  as  Canal  street.  That  the  name  of  Peabody 
avenue  shall  be  changed  to  Peabody  place.  That  the 
name  of  Railroad  avenue  shall  be  changed  to  Railroad 
street. 

Sec.  2.  The  Mayor  and  Council  shall  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  convenience  of  the  public  may  require, 
designate  the  numbers  to  be  affixed  to  the  buildings  on 
the  several  streets  and  squares  in  the  cit}',  and  shall 
designate  the  names  of  new  streets  when  laid  out.  In 
all  streets  the  odd  numbers  shall  be  on    the    right    hand 
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side,  and  the  even  numbers  on  the  left  hand  side  of 
streets  in  the  progressive  order  of  numbering,  commenc- 
ing with  the  lowest  numbers  and  proceeding  therefrom 
with  increasing  numbers  as  follows:  The  numbering 
of  North  Main  street  shall  commence  at  the  southerly 
end  at  junction  of  Central  and  South  Main  streets.  The 
numbering  of  all  streets  connecting  with  North  Main 
shall  commence  at  North  Main  street.  The  numbering 
of  South  Main  shall  commence  at  the  northerly  end  at 
junction  of  Central  and  North  Main  streets.  All  streets 
connecting  with  South  Main  shall  commence  numbering 
at  South  Main  street.  The  numbering  of  Summit, 
Wells  and  Salisbury  streets  shall  commence  at  Depot 
street.  The  numbering  of  Valley  and  Oilman  streets 
shall  commence  at  Summit  street.  The  numbering  of 
Central  street  shall  commence  at  the  westerly  end  at 
junction  of  North  and  South  Main  streets.  All  streets 
connecting  with  Central  street,  except  Bow  and  Pearl 
streets,  shall  commence  numbering  at  Central  street. 
Bow  street  shall  commence  numbering  at  what  is  known 
as  Paper  Mill  square.  All  streets  connecting  with  Bow 
street  shall  commence  numbering  at  Bow  street.  The 
numbering  of  Thompson  street  shall  commence  at  Glen- 
wood  avenue.  The  numbering  of  Pearl  street  shall 
commence  at  the  southerly  end.  The  numbering  of 
Canal  street  shall  commence  at  Memorial  street.  The 
numbering  of  School,  West,  High  and  Winnipiseogee 
streets  shall  commence  at  River  street.  The  numbering 
of  Ayles  court  and  Grove  street  shall  commence  at 
Franklin  street.  The  numbering  of  Railroad,  Elkins 
and  View  streets  shall  commence  at  School  street.  The 
numbering  of  East  High  and  Russell  streets  shall  com- 
mence at  Railroad  street.  The  numbering  of  Spring 
street  shall  commence  at  Prospect  street.  The  number- 
ing of  all  streets  running  east  from  Prospect  street  shall 
commence  at  Prospect  street.  The  numbering  of  all 
streets  east  of  Prospect  street  running  parallel  with  Pros- 
pect street,  shall  ccmmence  numbering  at  the  northerly 
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end.  All  streets  connecting  with  Sanborn  street  shall 
commence  numbering  at  Sanborn  street. 

Sec.  3.  Every  entrance  to  a  building  fronting  the 
street  shall  be  designated  by  a  separate  number.  In  the 
residential  portion. of  the  city  every  lot  with  a  twenty- 
five  foot  front  shall  be  designated  with  a  separate  num- 
ber, and  in  the  business  portion  of  the  city  every  lot 
with  a  twelve  and  one-half  foot  front  shall  be  designated 
with  a  separate  number.  The  business  portion  of  the 
city  is  embraced  within  the  following  limits:  North  and 
South  Main  streets  between  Webster  and  Depot  streets, 
Central  street  between  River  street  on  the  west  and  Bow 
street  on  the  east,  Smith,  Canal,  Memorial  and  Church 
streets,  and .  Franklin  street  from  Central  to  School 
streets. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  who  shall  affix  or  suffer  to  be 
affixed  to  or  shall  allow  to  remain  upon  any  building, 
any  different  number  from  the  one  designated  by  the 
Mayor  and  Council  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  or 
more  than  five  dollars,  and  a  like  penalty  for  every  day 
he  shall  suffer  such  building  to  be  so  numbered  after  his 
first  conviction  of  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Sec.  5.  That  measurement  of  each  street  in  the 
city  shall  be  made  according  to  provisions  of  section  3 
of  this  ordinance,  determining  the  correct  number  of 
every  entrance  as  provided  for  in  section  3  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  that  a  correct  record  of  same  shall  be  kept  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  in  a  convenient  man- 
ner for  the  reasonable  use  of  the  public  at  all  times. 
That  there  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  person  authorized 
by  the  committee  on  ordinances  tp  make  said  survey,  a 
notice  and  statement  giving  name  of  the  street,  the 
name  of  the  owner,  the  name  of  the  occupant,  and  the 
number  of  the  building,  together  with  instructions  for 
procuring  and  fixing  same. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  owner  of  the  property  shall  within 
sixty  days  after  receiving  said  notice  as  per    section  5  of 
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this  ordinance,  cause  to  be  affixed  to  every  entrance  of  a 
building  fronting  the  street,  mentioned  in  said  notice,  a 
metallic  or  other  suitable  number  at  least  two  inches 
in  height,  and  so  situated  as  to  be  plainly  visible  at  all 
times  from  the  street. 

Sec.  7.  If  the  owner  of  any  building,  after  receiving 
said  notice  as  per  section  5  of  this  ordinance,  fail  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  said  owner  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  or 
more  than  five  dollars,  and  a  like  penalty  for  every  day 
which  the  said  owner  shall  neglect  so  to  do  after  his 
first  conviction. 

Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage.

An  Ordinance  in  relation  to  attendance  of  scholars. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  CoiDicil  of  the  City  of  Fran k- 
lijt^  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Any  child  in  the  city  between  the  ages 
of  six  and  sixteen  years,  without  a  regular  and  lawful 
occupation  ,  who  shall,  except  in  cases  of  ill  health,  be 
absent  from  school  more  than  one  day  during  the  space 
of  any  one  month,  unless  excused  by  the  teacher  of  the 
child,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage.

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An  Ordinance  relating  to  fire  alarms. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Frank- 
lin^ as  follozvs  : 

Section  1.  When  an  alarm  of  fire  has  been  once 
given  upon  the  fire  alarm  system  of  the  city,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  person  giving  the  alarm  to  remain  at 
the  box  in  charge  of  same  until  the  arrival  of  some 
person  detailed  to  guard  such  box,  except  when  the  fire 
is  upon  the  premises  of   the   person  giving   such  alarm. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  ring  in  a  second  alarm 
except  under  the  direction  of  an  engineer  of  the  fire 
department. 

Sec.  3.  The  chief  engineer,  or  in  his  absence  one  of 
the  assistant  engineers,  shall  at  once,  upon  the  sound- 
ing of  an  alarm  upon  the  fire  alarm  system,  detail  some 
person  to  supervise  and  watch  the  box  from  which  the 
alarm  was  given,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
person  to  remain  at  said  box  and  protect  the  same  from 
any  person  interfering  therewith  until  he  is  relieved  by 
said  engineers. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  or  disobeying  the  orders  of  an  engineer  under 
it  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

Sec.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage.

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An  Additional    Ordinance  for  ilie  promotion  of 
cleanliness  in  public  streets  and  places. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Frank- 
lin as  follows  : 

Section  1.  No  person  or  corporation  in  possession 
or  control  of  any  real  estate  adjoining  a  public  street, 
shall  place  or  permit  to  remain  on  the  premises  so 
occupied  by  him,  any  paper  or  waste  matter  or  sub- 
stance of  any  kind,  in  such  a  position  or  place  that  the 
same  can  be  carried  by  the  wind  upon  a  public  street. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  or  corporation  keeping  for 
sale  at  retail  on  premises  adjoining  a  public  street,  fruit, 
nuts,  or  other  goods  from  which  waste  is  liable  to  be- 
thrown  upon  such  street,  shall  keep  the  highway 
abuting  on  the  premises  occupied  by  him  to  the  center 
thereof  free  and  clear  of  waste  substances  and  matter 
from  such  class  of  goods  as  are  kept  for  sale  by  him  at 
such  store,  and  shall  keep  and  maintain  in  a  wholesome 
condition  all  such  receptacles  for  waste  matter  as  may 
be  located  by  the  city  upon  or  adjoining  the  premises- 
occupied  by  him. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  injure,  disfigure,  destroy  or 
remove  any  receptacle  for  waste  matter  placed  by  the 
city  upon  any  public  street  or  place,  or  place  therein 
any  substance  for  which  such  receptacle  was  not 
designed. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  marshal  and 
every  policeman  when  on  duty  to  see  that  this  ordinance 
is  strictly  observed  and  when  unable  to  cause  the 
removal  of  any  such  waste  matter  from  the  streets  by 
the  person  depositing  the  same,  he  shall  forthwith 
remove  the  same  himself. 

Sec.  5.  Any  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage.

No  vote  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Council  appropriating 
money,  or  incurring  a  debt  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  the  resolution  is 
proposed,  except  by  vote  in  favor  thereof  by  seven 
members  at  least  of  the  Council  taken  by  a  yea  and  na^ 
vote.
